SENATE AND HOUSE CONCURRENT RESOLUTION NO. 1. 

WHEREAS, the administration of the United States Government, under the able and popular leadership 
of President Franklin D. Roosevelt, has declared for the birth of a new era seeking for the accomplishment of 
the future happiness and prosperity of all Americans, and, 

WHEREAS, almost unbelievable attainments have already crowned the efforts of our present federal 
government and national legislation newly weitten bears practical promise of vast benefits yet to come to our 
universal citizenship, and, | . 

WHEREAS, all prosperity of a material nature relieving against want and privation among the people 
requires an equitahle distribution of a sufficient portion of money, to be used in the acquisition of the 
necessities of life and the procurement and maintenance of those thinge contributing to the standards of 
living necessary to the life ef a great and free citizenship as inhabits this and all states of this union, and, 

WHEREAS, in the General and common undertaking of all, in providing for families and dependents, the 
efforts and labor of the heads of families and all types of producers of private budgets have in the past 


_ resulted in the consequent reward of financial returns and in the nature of things same have been deposited in 


the various and many state and federal banks of the nation, and, . 
WHEREAS, due to many causes and cinditions then outside the control of relative authorities and the 
public, financial collapse threatened everyone alike and the greatest battle for economic existence occuring 
since the formation of our government was declared and is now being waged. by all interests and people--— begun 
with forlorn hope but proceeding now with abidding convictions of ultimate success due in greatest extent to 
fearless and solicitous statecraft exercised by competent and tireless public servants and the wise head of the 
National Executive Department at Washington, and, 

WHEREAS, much accumulated wealth, in cash and liquid form, owned by the people genérally has been 


converted from a condition of use and availability into, a form of "frozen assets" and cannot now be withdraw 


from many state and federal banks for natural expenditure due to orders and agreements heretofore found necessary, 


which if same could be turned into the channels of normal trade would prove of great benefit to our entire 
citizenship and to such extent would relieve from the stress of the national government a part of the require- 
mente ef it's people, and,

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WHEREAS, the general depositing public is in great need of it's deposits for the acquisition of the 
necessities of life and to defray the ordinary and required expense of the maintenance of living and the markets 
of trade in like need of an opportunity to provide the items and things so greatly needed by all: | 

THEREFORE , be it hereby resolved by this Senate and House of Representatives, in special session 
assembled at the seat of State Government, l 

(1) That this General Assembly here express it's sentiment in favor of making such frozen deposits 
liquid and available for the use of all relative depositors and the benefits same would confer on the people 
generally; , 

(2) That the Congress of the United States of America be here memoralized to consider national 
legislation, as speedily as possible, looking toward a plan to relieve the distress occasioned by the frozen 
assets and deposits of all affected banks; . _ 

(3) That the National Congress be here petitioned to take appropriate action, if practical and 
possible, toward assuring the early availability to the general depositing public the use of all funds now 
held by all banks as frozen or restricted deposits. 

Thta the Secretary of the State of Arkansas prepare and forward copies of this resolution to each 
Congressman and Senator representing Arkansas in the National Congress and to the presiding officers of the 
National Senate and House of Representatives and a copy hereof to Hon. Franklin D. Roosevelt, President of

TO ALL TO WHOM THESE PRESENTS SHALL COME; GREETINGS: 
| KNOW YE THAT, WHEREAS, An extraordinary occasion has arisen making it necessary to call the General 
Assenbly in ‘special session; . 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, J.M. Futrell, Governor of Arkansas, by virtue of the power and authority vested in 
me by the Constitution of the State, do hereby call a especial session of the General Assembly to convene at Little 
Rock, the seat of Government, in the State Capitol, on Monday, the 14th day of August, 1933, at 10 o'clock A.M., 
and I do hereby specify the purposes for which the General Assembly is convened to be the following, to-wit: 

l. To enact a General Act making it possible for the State, counties, municipalities and other 
political subdivisions, public boards, agenoles and commissions, local or general, private and public eorpova tian: 
associations and persons in this State to obtain either directly or indirectly through a State Agency grants or 
loans of money from Reconstruction Finance Corporation, the Federal Government or any Federal Agency, or from any 
other source, for the purpose of relieving unemployment, the promotion of agriculture and industry and the con- 
struction of public works, projects and improvements, either local or general. 


2. To enable mortgages, morsgagors, their assigns, trustees, receivers, or liquidating agenta, executors 
and administrators, to comply with all requirements for relief demanded by an Act of Congress, entitled: "An Act to . 
provide emergency relief with respect to home mortgage indebtedness, to refinance home mortgages, to extend relief 
to the owners of homes occupied by them and who are unable to amortize their debt elsewhere, to amend the Federal 
Home Loan Bank Act, to increase the market for obligations of the United States and for other purposes," 

3. To pass legislation permitting the Bank Commissioner and banks of Arkansas to take whatever steps 
may be necessary to obtain for themselves and depositors the benefit of recent Congressional legislation establish- 
ing an insurance or guaranty fund for the protection of deposits in banks; authorizing the issuance by State banks 
of common, preferred and non—assessable, single liability capital stock in certain cases, and reaffirming, preserving Sides 
and regulating legal and equitable remedies of creditors of Building and Loan Associations and State banks where 
the same are in charge of the Bank Commissioner. 

l}. To pass legislation to aid in the acquisition, preservation and development of forests, and to appro~ 
priate funds to carry out said purposes, and to pass an Act to secure aid for the protection and development of 
forests. 

os 5e To pass legislation appropriating for the purpose of developing, extending, maintaining and acquiring 
v State Parks moneys now in the State Treasury to the credit of the State Park Fund and received from the Federal 
Government, . 

6. To enact legislation ‘for the purpose of E E and facilitating the redemption of real property 
that has become delinquent; and to permit the payment of taxes on real anà personal property in installments, 

7 To amend Section 65 of Act No. 169 of the Acts of 1931, so as to permit the voting of continuous tax’ 
levies for the Refunding of existing bonds ‘or the issue of new bonds. 

& To appropriate a sum of money not to exceed $10,500.00 to pay for publishing constitutional amend- 
ments, submitted by the Forty-ninth General Assembly of Arkansas, and acts passed by the Forty-ninth General | 
Assembly, and referred by petition to be voted on at the next General Election. 

9. To pass legislation authorizing the State Penitentiary Commission to borrow Fifteen Thousand Dollars 
($15, 000.00) for the purpose of making, cultivating and gathering the crops on the Farms operated by said Comis- 
sion, and to secure said loan by the making and execution of such, crop mortgages as may be necessary. 

10. To pass legislation continuing the work of the State Highway Audit Commission, conferring upon it 
paehOn thy, ee settle claims, to provide for issuance of short term notes in lieu of claims against the State Highway 
Commission, for labor and material, and to pay claims in amounts less than One Hundred Dollars ($100.00). 

Il. To enact a law creating a Commission to construct a road to the top of Mt. Magazine, empowering said 
Commission for that purpose to borrow money, let and supervise construction contracts, and to establish tolls for 
the use of said roads, and to take any other necessary steps toward the completion of the project. g 
a 12.

WHEREAS, due to the many causes contributing to the financial depression which has been general through- 
out the country, many banks holding the deposits of the people generally have closed their doors and many of these 
have opened under management of the Arkansas Bank Commissioner for business in one way or another while others 
have not opened for business, and at this time there are large sums of money represented in "frozen" or "restricted" 
deposits carried on open accounts in many banks so managed and the owners of such deposit claims have been furnished 
with no certificate or other definite évidence thereof, and | 

WHEREAS, the time these deposits may remain so frozen being indefinite it appears that all such deposit 
calim holders are entitled. to have placed in their hands for their records some printed and uniform type of certi- 
ficate of depositor's claim such as is approved as to form and contents by the Bank Commissioner of the State of 
Arkansas 3 | l 

THEREFORE; be it hereby resolved by this Senate and House of Representatives that it is the sense. of this 
General Assembly of the State of Arkansas that, under the supervision and oter of the Bank Commissioner of the 
State of Arkansas, some uniform type of printed certificate of deposit claim should be issued to each and all 
depositors of all banks of the State, owning and having deposits which are, in any way, now frozen and/or restricted 


as to payment against the right of the depositor to withdraw same at his instance or pleasure; and that certificate 


“of depositors Glaim sdéiild bear the date of its issue, the amount of the restricted deposit as of the date of the 


issue of the certificate, proper provision that all dividends payable on said depositor's claim will at the time of 
payment thereof, be entered thereon upon presentation to the issuing bank of said certificate by the then record l 
holder thereof, and should contain such other provisions as may be deemed appropriate by the Bank Commissioner to 
effectuate the purpose set out herein and ptotect the interest of all parties concerned, that it should be executed 
by a duly authorized officer of the issuing bank under its corporate seal and countersigned by the Bank ‘Commissioner 
or his duly authorized deputy, representative or agent. E

Thar $110 ,000,00 claimed diverted from the Land Sales Fund was only borrowed, as Acts 10 and 32 make pro- 
vision for the repayment of this sum, and out Comptroller claims that some of this money has already been repaid and 
that more than half of it will have wasn paid back by the end of the present calendar year. 

The $147,440.00 claimed diverted from the school fund to support the Deaf and Blind Schools was no diver~ 
sion of money from school purposes, as these afflicted children have as good a right to an education as children in 
possession of their five normal senses. It is true that these schools were formerly carried on the Charity Fund, until 
recently, but that fund now fails by about $250,000.00 to support the State Hospital and the Booneville Sanitorium. ` 
The Legislature could do little else tham appropriate money from the proceeds of the severance tax to carry the Deaf 
and Blind Schools. To levy a new tax for this purpose was unthinkable under present economic conditions, 

The estimate of $20,000.00 claimed divêrteđ. from the fünd raised by the tax of 18/100 of a mill on pro- 
perty to pay a part of the salaries of County Superintendents never was a part of the Common School Fund. The General 
Assembly of 1921 levied this tax on property so the school fund would be left intact. Using this money for another 
much neeged: purpose still left the school umes anee: This millage tax will not yield $40,000.00 under present 
conditions. | 

It is claimed the sum of $40,000.00 was diverted from the Income Tax. The Hall Income Tax Bill, passed 
by the Legislature in 1929, provided that the first half million dollars should go tb the Q harity Fund and the next . 
` threeèfourths million dollars should go to the Common School Equalizing Fund, and the balance to the reduction of the | 
State property tax. A later act provided that this tax should first take care of the state Hospital Construction Bonds 
and interest, and the remainder should go th the Equalizing Fund. This tax does not. now take care of the State Hospital 
Construction Bonds and interest, so there was no diversion of $40,000.00 as claimed. | 

The sum of $40 ,000.00 claimed to have been diverted from the school fund to support the Department of Edu- 
cation was no diversion as this Department is the administrative head of the common schools and it is only fitting and 
proper that the schools should carry their own administrative expense. It is true that the Department of Education 
was formerly supported by the General Revenue Fund, but as this fund has shrunken from ee and one-half million dollars 
to slightly more than one million, it was not possible to appropriate .money from this fund to carry this department 
of the Common schools so we placed this expense where it had always really belonged. 

The $40,000.00 claimed diverted from the school fund to the Revenue Department was simply the school's 
pro pate part of the expense of collecting the cigar and cigarette taxes, and’the same is true of the $28 ,000.00 
appropriated to pay the school's part of the state's expense for assessing and making up the tax books. All other 
millage funds bear their proportionate part. 

As the Supreme Court has rules that the old age pension act was unconstitutional, there was no diversion 
here of $150,000.00. i : | 

The unfair report of the Ways and Means Committee of the Arkansas Education Association has lead many people 
to believe that the plight of the common schools is due to large diversions of school funds to other purposes, whereas 
the deplorable condition of the common schools of. the State is due to a heavy shrinkage in income and to the extrava- 
gence of many school districts,
